Worker of the 
Word, was found by a jury here to- 
day not guilty of the charge of crim- 
mal anarchy. The charge was 
Placed against Bruce as a result of 
his activity during the general 

strike here in February. 
Several scores of alleged Indus- 


trial Workers of the World, who 


were in the courtroom, expressed 
great delight and showered Bruce 
with congratulations when the jury 
announced its verdict. 

In his instructions to the jury yes- 
terday, Superior Judge French, in 
whose court Bruce was tried. de- 
fined criminal anarchists as men

Judge French told the jury mem- 
bers ten hed a right to find Bruce 
guilty if they believed him to be a 
member of the LW.W. and if they 
found that the organisation's doc- 
trines were anarchistic.

Panies, and the order of October 2, 
1918, prohibiting discrimination be- 
cause of union affiliation will con- 
tinue unless the Congress in its 
wisdom may decide to change them 
or the ‘emergency’ is terminated 
by the proclamation of peace. 

“By the action now taken, how- 
ever, the wire companies resume ac- 
tual control of operations of their 
respective property, and are free to 
formulate and put into effect their 
own policies unrestricted by govern- 
ment control, which is to continue

Second, the Turks and Armenians 
themselves would both prefer us as rulers 
to any other nation. While unsparingly 


condemning his atfocious crimes, to the 


Turk we have been friendly as it is pos- 
sible to be: American missionaries and 
Robert College, established by them at Con- 
stantinople, have given the Turk a large 
share of the limited culture and civiliza- 
tion which he has been capable of assim! 
lating, To the Armenian we have been the 
best of friends. We have fed him in the 
hour of need; we have often protected him 
from atrocities at the hands of the Turks. 
To the Armenian, fleeing from the Turk, the 
United States is the Land of Promise, his 
hope and refuge. 

The only protest yet heard as to our rule 
of the former Turkish empire has been not 
against the main question, but only against 
the placing of Armenia under any govern- 
ment having its capital at Constantinople, 
certain elements in Armenia fearing that 
it might have the effect of keeping the 
Turkish empire a political unit and that 
some day it might possibly be revived with 
Armenia still a part thereof and, perhaps, 
the fear that some of the. officers exercising 
power in Armenia, even under an American 
mandatory, might be Turks who would find 
ways to abuse their power. The point may 
be well taken, but the difficulty can be 
easily overcome by completely separating 
the governments of the two regions, giving 
each a distinct capital with the understand - 
ing that Armenia shall never be considered
